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CWA Workers Reduced To 
County’s Quota of 1,500; All 
Local Projects Continuing 


“The orders from Civil Works 
Administrators last week to imme- 
diately reduce the number of 
workers engaged in this work 
throughout the state took a rather 
heavy toll in Coffee county and 
hundreds who have been on the 
OWA pnuy rolls have been cut off. 
Some of these had been on for only 
a few weeks, while others had been 
on ever since the work was started 
in the county, 

The Elba levee, which has em- 
ployed the largest number of men, 
suffered the biggest cut of all proj- 
eets. However, this work is going 
forward, work having been resum- 
ed Tuesday morning after a sus- 
pension on account of bad weath- 
er. The time limit of twenty-four 
hours per week is being adhered 
to in this work, as well as all oth- 
er CWA projects in the City, in- 
cluding the Airport, City Beauti- 
fication, Malaria and Sanitation, 
und Typhus Control, The 24-hour 
per week regulation applies to 
these projects on account of the 
jopulation restriction. Elba is 
classed in those cities having more 
than 2,500 population. CWA of- 
ficinls were hopeful that these 
projects could be held under a 
ciffevent classification and thereby 
put into effect the ‘“spread-the 
work” plan, giving additional men 
cmployment, but this latter pian 
could not be operated here. 

Road projects and all other 
county projects have been affected 
hy the cut, The time on these 
projects will be only 15 hours per 
week per man. While this will 
necessarily retard the work to a 
ereat degree, all projects will be 
kept going and it is safe to say 
that the maximum amount of work 
will be received from the forces 
that will be left on these jobs. 

The following statement in re« 
enurd to the reduction of the quota 
of men has been issued from the 
office of Mr. J, C, Robbins, Coun- 
ty Administrator of the CWA: 

’ “On orders received from Mont- 
vomery it was necessary to reduce 
the quota in Coffee County to 
1,500. This, of course, had to be 
done hurriedly, and we tried to 
do it by the fairest method we 
could think of. 

“First we took off men who own- 
ed trucks and teams from the 
levee, A man could not have a 
team or truck and work himself. 

“Next we took off all men who 
had been on CWA all the way 
through. And then we took off the 
men who had been at work the 
longest period of time. 

“This was the fairest method we 
could start on. 

“We invite the citizens of Cof- 
fee County to show us at any time 
where any man working on any 
CWA project who does not actual- 
ly need the money could be re- 
placed by some one who is in 
need.” 

Those who have been keeping 
up with developments all along the 
line with reference to the CWA 
are not surprised that this reduc- 
tion has been ordered, and are con- 
fidently expecting other reductions 
within the near future, as it has 
been stated by officials in Wash- 
ington that the CWA will gradual- 
ly be reduced to the vanishing 
point, 

Farmers or tenants who expect 
to make a crop this year will no 
doubt .be removed from the lists, 
if they have not already been cut 
off, as it is not the policy of the 
CWA to interfere with the agri- 
cultural operations of the county. 
Officials state that it has been and 
will be the policy of the office to 
remove any tenant at any time 
when they have a request to do 
so from any landlord. 

Coffee is not the only county af- 
fected by the cut in CWA work. 
Practically every county in the 
state is undergoing the same pro- 
cedure, The following announce- 
mont in regard to the order is tak- 
en from The Montgomery Adver- 
tiser of last Friday, February 9:

What about your fruit trees? 
Have you planted any trees and 
vines for future use? Now is a 
good time to do this work. While 
the boys are breaking land is a 
good time for you to put out a lot 
of trees. 


and then go out and get them. You 
can get most things from your 
neighbors. I would suggest that 
you be careful in putting these 
trees out. If you take up sprouts 
With roots it is net so difficult to 
make them live but if you cut off 
a sprout without roots you must 
be very eareful. I know a man 
Who says he can put out most any- 
thing with a sprout that has no 


roots. The secret lies in cutting 
the sprout with a very sharp knife. 
If necessary cut it back just a lit- 
tle and have the butt end sharp 
and perfectly smooth. Do not leave 
any bruised or split bark or wood 
on the butt end. Put your sprout 
deep in the ground. The deeper 
it is the better your chance is for 
it to live. When you have your 
hole yeady stand the sprout in the 
hole and begin packing the soil 


firmly around the very bottom. Do | 


this with your hands and be sure 
to do it well, as this is the secret 
to the whole matter, As you con- 
tinue to pack the soil you can fill 
the hole up until the job is finished, 
If a sprout is three feet long, you 
should put at least two feet of it 
in the ground and surround it with 
top soil from bottom to 
smooth clean cut sprout put out as 
above suggested should live.
